Liko all intelligent persons who

is inequality

ment. and ho lias announcod that 
ho desires to "find a system for tho 
valuation of pioperty which would 
valuo tho poor man's property by 
tho same rulo that the property of 
the rich mar.

duplicate." 
Some 
persons 
may 
say that is demagogy, hut it should 
not ho so considered. 
It is siinulo Justice. 
It is the 
absolute requirement 
of every tax 


law in the 
It is 
a 
prin- 
cipal which 
no 
honest 
man can 
cpntroert. 
In the 
course 
of 
a 
speech recently, 
Mayor Johnson 
mado one suggestion which is start 
ling in its ovidont truth 
and 
im- 
portance. 
He said: 
"Tho city now receives 
87,000,-00- 0 
income 
from 
its 
various 
sources, and from ,U,000,000 to 
is expended 
in watching 
how that 
sum 
is 
expended. 
In 
watching the sources from which 
income comes 
not more than 
0 


is expended 
and that 
is 
ex- 
pended by tho county. 
I would 
suggest that tho city employ a man 
whoso duty it is to act as a prose- 
cutor 
in 
these 
valuations. 
Ho 
would show to tho'boards 
reasons 
why valuations 
should bo raised. 
Tho wholo scheme of tho present 
Government is to watch tho outgo, 
but not tho income." 
This is true not only of Cleve- 
land, but also 
of ovory other mu- 
nicipality in tho country, and when 
its significance is considered it is a 
most absurd 
condition, 
Iloro 
in 
Tucson wo doviso a system for put 
ting tho city business on a business 
basis. 
Wo make most careful pro 
vision for the propor 
expenditure 
of money by requiring 
tho investi- 
gation and approval 
of boards and 
councils, and 
every 
item passes

department, 
but for inspection

tho city's income from taxation wo 
do nothiug. 
Every taxpayer gets
